CAMPAIGN NOW ON 
IN COFFEE COUNTY 


The sum of $458 was rais- 
ed in Coffee County last year 
by the Field Army of the 
American Cancer Society 
for financing the organiza- 
tion’s program of cancer pre- 
vention and cure both local- 
ly and nationally, according 
to announcement by the 
Field Army’s Montgomery 
headquarters, 

The sum of $331 was sent 
to the State and National 
Association for its educa- 
tional program for the bene- 
fit of all counties. All above 
this amount is deposited 
with the State Association, 
but is used for Coffee Coun- 
ty only. 

During the past year this 
fund of $127 has been used 
to pay travel expenses for 
some of the 12 Coffee Coun- 
ty people sent to free can- 
cer clinics, for educational 
moving pictures, postage 
und literature, and to start 
the purchase of a moving 
picture projector.

Fifteen deaths were re- 
ported from cancer in Cof- 
fee County in 1944. It is a 
known fact that cancer con- 
tributed to other deaths not 
recorded as such on the 
death certificate. It is esti- 
mated that if the public 
would make a thorough ef- 
fort to do their part in can- 
cer control, about 10 Coffee 
County people would be 
saved each year above our 
present death rate. 

Cancer deaths were  re- 
ported last year at an aver- 
age rate of nearly six a day. 
iDr. B. F. Austin, State 
Health Officer, points out 
in urging Alabamians to co- 
operate with their local 
county commanders of the 
iField Army of the American 
Cancer Society in its cancer 
education program. This 
program is carried on all 
through the year, he ex- 
plained, but receives special 
emphasis during April and 
May, when the annual en- 
listment campaign is held. 

Dr. Austin praised the 
work of the Field Army for 
Control of Cancer for mak- 
ing the “Danger Signals’ 
known to the people and 
urged generous support of 
the enlistment campaign 
which will continue through 
May in Coffee County. The 
following symptoms are re- 
garded as danger signals of 
this disease: 

1. A persistent lump or 
thickening, especially on 
the breast. (2) Irregular 
bleeding or discharge from 
a body opening. (3) Persis- 
tent and unexplained indi- 
gestion. (4) A sore that fails 
to heal normally, especially 
one on the tongue. (5) A 
sudden change in the form 
or vate of growth of a mole 
or wart. (6) A marked 
change in bowel habits.

Doenitz’s participation in the sur- 
render negotiations followed Himm- 
ler’s earlier failure to arrange a 
capitulation to Great Britain and the 
U. S., the two powers insisting on 
the inclusion of Russia, Although 
Doenitz declared that the reich was 
carrying on the war against the 
Reds alone, Britain and America 
again made it plain that they could 
consider no surrender unless the 
Nazis also laid down their arms to 
the Russians. 

Germany's end approached with 
the Big Three powers substantially 
occupying the reich along lines pre- 
viously mapped out, with the British 
holding the northwest portion, the 
U. S. the central and south, and Rus- 
sia the northeast. The same condi- 
tion existed in Austria, where the 
Reds held Vienna and contiguous 
territory as planned while U. S. 
armies moved in to take over the 
western, portion, 

As Speer sounded the death-knell 
of Nazi Germany, he admitted the 
reich was at the Allies’ mercy. Said 
he: ‘It lies with our enemies wheth- 
er they wish to grant the German 
people the possibilities that lie open 
to the nation, ... As far as the en- 
emy allows it or where he orders it, 
reconstruction work should be speed- 
ed up by every means.” 


‘Painful Experience’ 


Of all the prominent German 
generals who surrendered to the Al- 
lies, none was more _ prominent 
than 69-year-old Field Marshal 
Karl Rudolph Gerd Von Rundstedt, 
ace strategist who directed the 
enemy break-through in the Ar- 
dennes last winter. Brought to Lieu-

U. S. BUDGET: 
Big Cut 


Because of the favorable progress 
of the war, President Truman was 
able to take axe in hand and pare 
the budget for the year beginning 
July 1 by almost $7,500,000,000 to a 
total of $83,000,000,000, $70,000,000,- 
600 of which will represent military 
expenditures. 


Biggest reduction of all was a 
$7,365,000,000 slash in shipbuilding 
funds, with the maritime commis- 
sion left $2,242,500 for completing 
the present construction program 
and $600,000,000 for future building, 
reconversion of vessels and restora- 
tion of productive facilities. 


Because of the expectations of an 
early victory in Europe, $43,710,400 
was cut from the budget of the Fed- 
eral Security administration for edu- 
cation and training of defense 
workers; $13,200,000 from the Office 
of Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment; $12,100,000 from the Office of 
War Information for psychological 
warfare and activities in neutral 
countries; $8,894,000 from the War 
Production board for direction over 
some material controls to be re- 
moved after V-E day; $4,800,000 in 
the Office of Censorship for opera- 
tions in areas contiguous to Europe, 
and $3,300,000 for the Office of De- 
fense Transportation for supervi- 
sion of traffic expected to improve 
by December 31.

Operating in air-conditioned 
submarines, equipped with sun 
lamps and ice cream machines, 
daring U. S. raiders are inflict- 
ing a heavy toll on Japanese 
naval and cargo shipping alike, 
having already sunk 400,000 tons 
of combat vessels and 4,000,000 
tons of commercial craft.

Among the last men to see Hitler, 
Von Rundstedt said that although 
the fuehrer appeared in good health 
when he bid him farewell in March 
he shook as if with palsy.

My. and Mrs. Edd Kelley,

ing about his visits to inter- 
esting cities in Italy. We are 
giving excerpts from his let- 
ter which was written last 
March: 
“Dearest Mother & Fath- 
er: * * * T have been sight- 
seeing the past few days 
and have had a chance to 
visit Rome and other places, 
hut Rome is my favorite city 
in Italy so far, 

“T will tell you a few of 
the interesting things I saw 
while down that way. I saw 
the ruins of the old Roman 
city which is just about all 
rotted down, and where it 
was rebuilt about the time 
the Romans used to destroy 
while Jesus and His Disci- 
ples were there, I visited the 
church where Peter and 
Paul were put in prison. Al- 
so. went into the cell they 
were put in. Remember 
where they hit on the bottom 
of their cells and asked for 
water and it came. Also saw 
where Peter bumped _ his 
head and the rocks became 
salt. Then I went to see the 
Vatican City; heard the 
Pope make a speech. I went 
almost over the whole thing 
and saw things that looked 
impossible, but it was actu- 
ally being done in those 
days. If you will notice on 
some of those little cards I 
sent you, you can see the 
little round hall on top of 
St. Peters Dome, his church. 
Well, I climbed to the top 
and sat in that hall. You 
might could tell how bright 
it is if you notice on those 


cards. Anyway, it took us 
abeut 14% hours to go up 
there. I happened to go on 


the wrong day, as I could 
have seen some of the real 
cross which they only show 
at certain times. I could just 
keep writing on that subject 
but just remind me to tell 


you about it when I come 
home. O. K.? 


“Tm in the rear in a rest 
camp so you can stop wor- 
rying for awhile I’m send- 
ing you all a German hel- 
met. Take care of yourself 
and write when you can, for 
a soldier enjoys getting his 
inail.

More Civilian Goods to Come 
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Flags identify Allied forces occupying German territory in accord- 
ance with postwar plans. In addition to Russia taking over the east, the 
British the northwest, and the Americans the south, the French reportedly 


are to occupy the Rhineland. 


ONE FRONT: 
Speedy Shift 


Despite persistent reports of Jap 
peace feelers, America is going full 
speed ahead for an all-out war in 
the Pacific following Germany's un- 
conditional surrender, bringing the 
European conflict to an end after 
almost six years of the bitterest 
fighting in history. 

No sooner had Col, Gen, Gus- 
tav Jodl officially thrown in the 
sponge for Germany on orders of 
Fuehrer Karl Doenitz than the 
American high command geared it- 
self for a shift to the Pacific, with 
plans calling for retention of an 
army of 6,968,000 and navy of 
3,389,000; the transfer of many air 
wings to the east to supplement 
Super-Fort raids cu Japan, and the 
shipment of almost 3,000,000 troops 
from Europe within a year, 

At the same time, however, pro- 
vision was made for keeping 400,000 
American troops in Germany to oc- 
cupy the southwestern part of the 
country while the French take over 
the Rhineland, the British the north- 
west and the Russians the east. 


Way Out 

Reading the handwriting on the 
wall even while Germany was still 
hanging on the 
ropes, Jap business- 
men, seeing their 
industries being re- 
duced to rubble 
even before the 
U. S. could throw 
her full weight into 
the fray, reportedly 
made indirect ap- 
proaches for peace, 

If such is Japan’s 
intent despite the 
recent announce- 
ment of her government officials 
about a fight to the finish, Pres. 
Harry S. Truman was seen as offer- 
ing the Japanese an opportunity to 
give up and still save face by his 
detailed definition of ‘unconditional 
surrender” in a V-E day statement. 
Then, the President said: 

“Tt (unconditional surrender) 
means the end of the war. 

‘Tt means the termination of the 
influence of the military leaders who 
have brought Japan to the pres- 
ent brink of disaster, 

“It means provision for the re- 
turn of soldiers and sailors to their 
families, their farms, their jobs. 

“Tt means not prolonging the pres- 
ent agony and suffering of the Japa- 
nese in the vain hope of victory.” 

In shifting U. S. strength to the 
Pacific, the services plan to ship 
some construction, supply and main- 
tenance forces directly from the 
European theater, while moving the 
bulk over through this country. 


Map Movements 


Including some 1,000,000 troops 
with extended combat records, who 
are to be released along with the 
wounded and overaged, the army 
will bring 845,000 men home in the 
first quarter after V-E day; 1,185,000 
in the second, and 807,000 in the 
third. Those who will be retained 
for the Pacific war will be given a 
30-day furlough, then reassigned for 
duty. 

Need for staggering the return of 
troops from Europe stems from the 
gigantic task of transferring equip- 
ment for the Pacific war, Ac- 
cording to estimates, from 60 to 75

More Goods 


Though war production will con- 
tinue to dominate U. S, industry 
until the Japs quit, civilian output 
should increase in 
proportion to the 
volume of material 
and manpower freed 
from army cut- 
backs, About 1,500,- 
000 workers prob- 
ably will be re- 
leased by contract 
cancellations within 
' the next six months, 
War Mobilization 
Director Fred Vin- 
son estimated, with 
another 3,000,000 let 
out after that. But all should find 
ready employment in reconversion, 
expansion and basic industries, 

Washing machines, vacuum clean- 
ers, radios and furniture should be 
available in limited quantities with- 
in a year, Vinson said, and some 
automobiles should also come off 
the assembly lines, though not 
enough will be manufactured to 
meet demands until 1948. With 
textiles and leather continuing to re- 
main scarce until the Pacific war 
ends, the government will push up 
production of low-cost clothing and 
non-rationed footwear. 

With the nation’s food stocks be- 
low requirements, rationing will be 
maintained, with meat, sugar and 
butter in the tighest supply. With 
civilian gas allotments up 100,000 to

How Discharge Plan Works 

Over 100,000 men a month are 
to be discharged under the 
army’s separation system based 
on vet's credit of 85 points, 
with 1 point for every month of 
service since September, 1940; 
1 point for every month of over- 
seas outside the U. S.; 5 points 
for every combat award such as 
the distinguished service cross, 
the purple heart or battle partici- 
pation stars; and 12 points for 
every dependent child under 18 
up to a limit of three. 


200,000 barrels daily, ‘‘A’’ and com- 
mercial card holders may be al- 
lowed small ration increases, 
Though more tires may become 
available, an acute shortage will 
persist. 


Allied Terms 


Having vanquished Germany, the 
Allies showed no disposition to soft- 
en up in the imposition of terms, 
with extended military occupation 
aimed at a close supervision of in- 
dustry, finance and government to 
prevent a rebirth of militarism. 

According to occupation plans, the 
British have taken over the most 
highly developed industrial terri- 
tory of Germany along with the im- 
portant North sea ports; the Rus- 
sians the heavy wheat and grain 
growing districts and “Little Ruhr’ 
of Silesia; and the U. S. the agricul- 
tural area of the southwest, 

Long sought by the French for its 
military as well as industrial im- 
portance, the Rhineland reportedly 
was assigned to them. Prize plum 
of this territory is the Saar coal 
land, which provided the French with 
one-third of their prewar solid fuel.
